If England hail 
ordained® national holiday perpetuating 
til* 
memory of that meeting of the 
barons a* Runnymede which wrested 
M agna C harta from 
King John, or 
had honored iii sim ilar fashion the es­ 
tablishment of W illiam off Orange on 
tin* throne; if Holland had celebrated 
her indejM-ndence won from the tyranny 
of Spain by an annual day of rejoicing; 
if th** French republic had so named the 
anniversary of the full of the Bastille, 
that lu rid d aw n cf her emauci]>utiou— 
then xvi* should have had a partial par 
allel to our own patriotic festival. 
But

boarding house on the Prado, I recon­ 
noitered the situation w ith a view to 
hoisting my flag ii i a conspicuous place.

rolled a cigarette, “ Of course, senor, 
you un* acquainted w ith the customs of 
the couutry, and you euguge to relieve 
me from all blame if any inquire s ar* 
in stitu t'd by the captain general. ” 
I assured him th at I Woald ussnni* 
all responsibility, six** tHut I xvas uxvar* 
that them were some customs in Cuba 
not practiced in the United Stat**®, but 
that my orders were imperative, and 
the flag m ast go up, w hether it xvas ac­ 
cording to {-usto n or not.

lither shrug and deprecatory wave of his 
hands, he ordered his servant, Miguel, 
to Obey my instructions, and then left 
the m atter tom e.

be a grave breuch of respect to our an­ 
cestors, not to mention our duty to tin* 
present aud rising generation, etc 
“ W ell," he retarded, shaking his 
head dubiously, “ I suppose it may Is* 
all right; hut th at day is not in the cal­ 
endar of saints’ days, and we never 
celebrate it here, sir."

Tim othy Dwight recommended it 
early iii 1775, and Patrick Henry had 
said th at unless xvi* declared ourselves 
independent we could hope for no allied 
aid, xx hick alone would enable us to taka 
our stand among the nations of the 
earth. 
Thomas Paine xvas the first to express 
the idea of independence' publicly rn 
print when he issued hi® pamphlet in 
1770. 
“ It may be asked,” B*hi he, “ which 
is the easiest and most practical plau. 
reconciliation or independence? I an­ 
swer generally that independence, be 
lug a single, simple line, contained 
w ithin ourselves, and reconciliation a 
m atter exceedingly perplexed and com­ 
plicated, aud in which a treacherous, 
capricious court is to interfere, gives 
the ansxver w ithout doubt. 
Let none 
o th er b*- heard amoug us than those of 
a gcxxi citizen, an open aud resolute 
friend aud a virtuous supporter o f the 
rights of m ankind and o f the free aud 
independent stat*® of A m erica.”

we are proud to call Independence day, 
is the time of all times when we should 
do this, because on thut day some of 
cur forefathers took their lives in their 
hands and sigued that declaration of 
human rights which resulted in free 
government. They were called traitors, 
iud in a certain sense they were guilty 
of treason, but their treason was glo­ 
rious loyalty to the human race. 
"A n d now w hat I want the children 
to learn from ail this is, first, that each 
woe of them is responsible for the good 
government of this land. 
As they grow 
up they have the duty of m aintaining 
the laws of their country. 
When they 
are grown, they w ill have the responsi­ 
bility of changing those laws in any 
particular 
in winch 
th* sic laws are 
wrong. 
It is not enough for us to say 
that the m ajority should rule. 
That is 
perfectly true, but a single man or wom­ 
an who has the support of the Alm ighty 
is in the majority. 
It was only a hand­ 
ful of men who signal the Declaration 
of Independence, but it afterward proved 
that they were in the majority. 
Aud it 
has hapjiened in thecourseof the history 
our government m o n than once that 
few men ami women have need their 
influence to change our laws, and by 
-ontinual effort have brought the entire 
uation to see that they were right. And 
so, while it is tile first duty of an Am er­ 
ican citizen to obey the laws, it is his 
second duty to see that the laws are 
what they ought to be. 
And that is the 
true lesson of Independence day. ’’
